Labrador Edibles. 


Tho first thing that a man askfrfor in 


Labrador on.-c°ing anywhere is some- 
thing to eat. 
No-mattcrTMhe lias just 


arisen from a table of plenty at tho 
house of some friend, he can always find 
room for more. I hnvo seerifsonio ol 
the largest eaters I ever beheld•; in my 
life while upon this coast. Onp man 
Coasts of having eaten six ptarmigan— 
a bird about the size of onr raffed 
grouso or larger—at a meal; another 
says that he could eat a dozen herring 
at a meal, a lish about, the size of a 
medium-sized mackerel, and, judging 
from what I have seen, I havojnd doubt 
but Unit ho could Jo it. Still fortlter,' 
one fellow, xipon testing some ' maple 
sugar, declared that he could eat ten 
pounds at one time, while at another 
time-1 was ottered a bet of two shillings 
six pence by a fellow, who said he 
could oat four pounds of raisins at a 
silting. 
Tho paradise of a Labrador 


man seems to bo enough to cat aniJ 
plenty of tobacco. Tuo Newfoundland1 
men/when coming to Labrador, do not 
iliil'er much. 


While wo aro talking two boats with 


two fellows in each who'hnvo been out; 
all the 
morning looking for 
fish, 


approach tho 
stage-head 
evidently, 


deeply loaded. 
An ordinarily con- 


strucfud stage-head consists of u plat- 
form raised upon piles driven into tho 
mud or sunk with huge stones for ballast 
to the bottom of where at high-tide the 
water is from six to ton and at low two 
to three feet deep. 
While the men arc 


unloading their lish, by throwing them 
from the boats onto this wharf with 
hugo pitchforks, it might be of interest 
to follow a party of lishermcn jusl 
going out to tho "lisliing grounds, and 
see 'what 
luck 
they 
have. 
The 


boats used in the ordinary fishing-arc ol 
two kinds; those called "novies," or 
Is'ov;i Scotia boats, being long and nar- 
row, 
shallow, and carrying no ballast, 


which, should sho overturn, it would be 
impossible to sink her since she would 
immediately right again even if full of 
Water; 
and 
those 
called 
"Yankee 


bargos," or boats brought hei'C from 
thu .States, or made here but to a simi- 
lar pattern; these are very wide foi 
their length anil correspondingly deep. 
With the barges the seats arc so ar- 
ranged that tiioy form five partitions, 
the center one i.s heavily ballasted with 
rocks. Of course, should one of these 
-boats be upset or Jill with water it would 
instantly sink to the bottom. Strange 
to say, the barges are in more demand 
than the novies, from tho fact that, 
whilu the former hold eight quintal ol 
li.sli freshly caught, the latter hold only 
four, or one-half tho quantity. Tlio 
men uhooso to risk their lives rather 
than lose their lish—and principally 
for this reaso;), that whcu the fish bite 
well they can load their boat without 
.stopping to run several miles homo in :i 
calm, pulling at the oars all tho way, 
to unload and return, often to find tho 
lish gone or darkness approaching. 
Fish are uncertain creatures; the fish- 
erman must take advantage of every 
possible chance to secure enough to 
procure him his winter's .supply of food, 
us well us to pay up the old debts and 
what he i.s consuming during the sum- 
mer.— Cor.

Many 
ot our public streets ouijht to bo permanently 
liupiovod, and much ought to bo dono in the 
way of eoweiago and extending water mains 
I am aware that those improvements will cost 
money, aud that the money is not now in the 
treasury, not can it be raised by general taxa- 
tion. I have long ainco been convinced, and I 
am suro that anyone who will give tho matter 
cons'dcratton will bo convinced,that those Im- 
provements cannot bo m ado byg'ocornl tn'ui- 
tlon. Tho city is uot only limited Jn tho 
amount o[ Indebtedness it can incur, but also 
a limitation is placed upon tbe power of gen- 
oral tu.Mition. Tbo amount of money that can 
be rnmcd in this mannoi is not more than sut- 
Uciciit to moot Ibo current and necessary ex- 
penses of the city, and make such general 
improvements ns canuot in their nature bo 
rnaOc by special assessments or spoclul ta\u- 
tiou; so that if these Improvements are done, 
aud they ougb: to be, tucy must bo doiio b}' 


por ceut. of tho improvement. 
I hope you will, us soon as you make your 
annual appropriations, push forward the im- 
provement of tho old aqunro and nt loast such 
part of North Main Ptiect as lies directly iu 
tho business portion ot the city; so badly is 
this improvement mcodod that when done iho 
Sonera I pubJJrne woll as ourselves will won- 
or why it was not done loner ago. Tho prop- 
erty Hurrounding tho old square and on this 
portion ol Main street is so valuable, and the 
frontage of oach property Is so sumli, that tbo 
expense of tho improvement can bo borne by 
the property owners without feeling it per- 
ceptibly. I would also recommend the passage 
of nn ordinance to improve several more 
streets, such ones as you may agree upon, not 
with the Intention of commencing any ol the 
work tho present year, but so that the assess- 
ment can bo mtxde nud tho money collected 
before tho work is dono; this will avoid the 
necessity of the city advancing any money for 
such iuipiovemonta. and enable you tocfo ue 
much work in paving our streets as you wish 
and at the samo time not create auy liability 
on tho city. 


It is also my wish thnt you will continue the 
building of sidewalks in accordance with the 
general ordinance now in force. A largo ma- 
jority of Iho plank walks in tho city arc in n 
dangerous condition nnd If not speedily re- 
placed by brick or other good walks, will caus 
tho city much trouble and expense !n dofond- 
iog suits for damage. lam awaro timi it is a 
hardnhipon many to build their own walks, 
but I am also nwarc thnt thp city has not 
enough revenue to build them in whole or in 
part aud do whatothor work ia required. I do 
not know of any other city of our aUc that 
does not require the property owners to build 
their own sidewalks; but I would recommend 
that the committee bo more careful In futuro
